Mr. Monahan explained that public opinion 
would not approve of the retusel of municipal 
houses to the ordinary constantly employed, 
industrious worker, and, therefore, it was 
necessary to provide houses for that class as 
well as for those constantly unemployed. There 
should be @ heusing policy which catered 
separately for beth classes. Natural justice 
suggested that the amount of assistance to 
pay rent from public funds should. depend 
primarily, on the necessity of the person 
This necessity was not a constant 
factor. Industrial conditions arising from 
temporary political causes were unusually bad, 
but they were bound to improve, and hence 
assistance to pay rent ought to be of a tem- 
porary character. Apart from industrial 
fluctuations, the tenants’ necessity varied from 
time to time, and it became clear gradually 
that. in order to keep many: families in their 
homes, it would be necessary to adjust rents 
at regular intervals. It appeared at first 
sight as if this aspect of the problem could 
be dealt with by fixing lower rents for certain 
housing schemes, but it was thought that it 
would be unreasonable to require tenants to 
change house every twelve or eighteen 
months, and so it was decided in Cork to 
make the rent of each house a variable rent. 


ONE-SIXTH OF INCOME 


The rent charged was usually one-sixth of 
the family income, but special consideration 
was shown where the family was unusually 
numerous or where one or more members 
were invalids. The scheme had been in 
operation for four years, and had not created 
any administrative difficulties. The number 
of houses maintained by the Cork Corporation 
was 2,473, of which 1,003 were on differential 
rent. The annual rental was £50,856, and 
the staff employed under the scheme consisted 
of a housing superintendent, a chief clerk, a 
junior clerk and six rent collectors. The 
highest income of a family occupying a house 
under the differential rent scheme was £4 
12s. 6d. per week, the rent paid for it being 
15s. a week. The lowest income was 18s. a 
week, the rent payable being 2s. 6d. 

In reply to the Chairman, Mr. Monahan 
said that to ensure the success of the scheme 
the Corporation had for the first differential 
rents fixed a minimum of 2s. 6d., and a higher 
rental of 8s. per week for tenants on the 
assumption that there was a subsidy amount- 
ing to one-third of the loan charges. He 
now thought that both these limits were too 
low. The Corporation received no net rent 
from the 2s. 6d. tenant, whose rent went 
chiefly to pay rates and taxes. 

In recent lettings the minimum had been 
Zs. 6d. As for the upper limit, the tendency 
was to fix it at the economic rent of the 
house independent of all subsidies. He 
thought that. they had gone as far as 18s. in 
the last three months. 

The Chairman asked if fraud or abuse did 
not exist in the Cork scheme, and Mr. 
Monahan replied that the amount was re- 
latively small—as small, say, as with unem- 
ployment returns. The adoption of differen- 
tial renting had not necessitated any additiona 
to the housing staff. 


NEED FOR REVISION 

Mr. Monahan said that he believed differen- 
tial renting should be applied to all their 
housing schemes. Often people who looked 
as if they would be able to pay a particular 
rent all their lives became tenants, but subse- 
quently they might die or other circumstances 
might require an adjustment. 

The tenant’s income was estimated on the 
total income of every member of the house- 
hold. The Corporation had not much diffi- 
culty with regard to sub-letting. People did 
not sub-let except by necessity, and the rents 
were fixed so as to avoid that. 

The witness said that the rents were re- 
viewed every quarter, and any increase in 
the family income was revealed and the rent 
increased This was done through the Cor- 
poration’s knowledge of the ages of the mem- 
bers of the family and their earning capacity, 
and also through the intimate knowledge of 
the: family’s circumstances gained by the col- 
lectors. He agreed that this threw much 
responsibility on the collectors, but it was his 
opinion that even more responsibility should 
be placed on them. 

Speaking of the duties of the rent col- 
lectors, he said that if one were to take a 
family out of the slums and put it in a new 
house it would be foolish to assume that that 
was the end of one’s responsibility. The 
family would need someone to help them 
acquire a social sense in keeping with their 
surroundings. Unless they had reliable col- 
jectors capable of doing that, he believed that 
the scheme would fail. He favoured the ex- 
periment of having one woman collector 
acting for periods in different areas to find 
out whether they would be better than men 
from the point of view of helping the tenant 
socially. It might be that he would be con- 
verted to the employment of women only or 
fiftv per cent. of both sexes. 5 

Mr. Monahan said that their housing in 
Cork as a whole was paying its way. The 
schemes to which differential renting was 
applied ought to be able to stand on their 
own legs.“ If conditions improved, the re- 
venue from the schemes would improve also. 

The Commission adjourned until to-day at 
11 a.m.

Galway Board of Health yesterday refused 
an application from their meat contractors 
asking for an increase of ód. per Ib. in the 
contract price of beef and matton. The 
pplication, stated that the price of beef had 
advanced by 8s, a cwt. to 48s., and mutton 
was up from 64d. to 94d. per Ib. + 

The Local Government Department wrote 
asking the reason for granting an increase in 
ihe contract price of eggs of 8d. per score 
to 3s., and how long the Board intended to 
allow the new price. 

The Secretary said that: the contractors 
stated that eggs had gone up from 158. to 
165. per great cwt. in October, 1938, to 
24s. to 25s. in December, 1930. He adde 
that the price had gone over 5s, a score in 
Galway market. : . 

The Board had decided that the increase 
would only operate to the end of January. 

The Secretary said that an application for 
an increase from the contractors for flake 
meal had been referred 'to the Department, 
and he had also received an application for 
an increase from the tea contractors. He 
estimated the provisions and necessaries had 
increased by per cent, all round, and 
this would mean that the cost of running 
the hospitals in the next financial year 
would be increased by about £4,000.

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COMPLAINED OF INJURED

Dr. D. A. MacErlean, City Coroner, held 
an inquest yesterday in the Morgue on 
Thomas Carroll, 4 Seville terrace, aged 
years, an employé of the British and Irish 
Steamship Company, who died suddenly at 
his home on December 28th, 1939. 

Miss Annie McEvoy, niece, said that she 
left her home at á o’clock on December 28th, 
and when she returned at 5.15 her uncle was 
lying on the floor unconscious. There was 
no sign of hurt or injury on him. He had 
nothing to complain of but a swollen left 
hand.. He had told her that he got a rrod 
of a splinter on the hand at work. He was 
a carter in the employment of the B. and I. 
Com . He was advised to see a doctor, 
but ce bed not done 80. 

Bernard Duffy, clerk in the B. and I. Com- 
pany, said that Carroll was eight years in 
the service of the company as a carter. He 
was working up to December 22nd, when he 
told witness that he could not carry on. He 
(Mr. Duffy) gave him a recommendation to 
hospital, and strongly advised him to see a 
doctor. He was an honest man, and was 
entitled to free medical treatment. 

Dr. Connor Martin, Waterloo avenue, 
North Strand, who attended Carroll on 
December 28, said that he found both lungs 
acutely congested. There was septic in- 
flammation of his left hand. Death was due 
to heart failure and congestion of the lungs. 
The injury to his hand had no direct bearing 
on the man’s death, although the injury to 
his hand had lowered his vitality. 

The Coroner recorded a verdict that death 
was due to the conditions mentioned in the 
medical evidence. 

The Shipping Company was represented 
by Mr. J. J. Hickey (Messrs. Hickey and 
O'Reilly, solicitors). 

Captain Peadar Cowan, solicitor, appeared 
for the next-of-kin.

mouth and found Reggie wandering on the 
landing. Joan had her head out of the 
window for air. I caught hold of them and 
dragged them down the stairs and into the 
street.

CORK, Wednesday. 


The first meeting of Cork Port Co-ordinatin 
Committee, set up under the auspices of Cork 
Harbour Commissioners, to safeguard the 
mterests oí the port during the war period, 
was held to-day, Mr. 8. Fitsgerald, Chair- 
man, Cork Harbour Board, presiding. It was 
agreed to consider at next 5 meet- 
ing the question of drafting a circular letter 
to Cork traders urging them to insist on 
goods being despatched via Cork port; to con- 
sider proposals for improving the efficiency of 
Customs clearance in the port; to dliscuss 
methods of arrangmg for importers and 
exporters to submit suggestions and com- 
plaints to the Co-ordinating Committee, and 
to discuss arrangements for co-ordination in 
special chartering of ships. 

The Chairman mentioned that if certain 
American ships were to resume sailings to 
Liverpool and London it was quite possible 
that they might also come to Cove. The 
finances of the port, he said, up to the end 
of the year were good, and trade had been 
fairly well maintained, but would need close 
watching. The Committee would consider the 
maintenance of portal employment, which was 
very bad m Cove now. Another point was 
what assistance could be given in having 
traffic diverted to Cork, in opening up new 
shipping services, and supporting existing 
services to Fishguard, Liverpool, Glasgow, and 
Antwerp.

ENGLISH BLACK-OUT

He swam 
about and flashed his torch until he was 
rescued. 

A verdict of accidental death was re- 
corded.
